WASHINGTON,  May  11— 
John  B.  Connally  announced 
today  that  he  would  take  a 
leave  of  absence  from  his  law 
firm  and  resign  from  all  cor¬ 
porate  boards  during  the  time 
he  will  serve  as  special  adviser 
to  President  Nixon. 

Mr.  Connally’s  announce¬ 
ment,  issued  by  his  office  in 
Houston,  came  after  disclosure 
that  the  firm  in  which  he  is  a 
senior  partner  is  representing 
the  Gulf  Resources  and  Chem¬ 
ical  Corporation,  now  under  in¬ 
vestigation  by  a  Federal  grand 
jury  in  connection  with  cam¬ 
paign  contributions  sent  to  the 
Committee  for  the  Re-election 
of  the  President.  The  disclosure 
was  made  today  in  Newsday 
and  other  newspapers. 

“I  am  today  taking  a  leave 
of  absence  from  my  law  firm 
for  the  period  during  which  I 
will  serve  as  a  special  adviser 
to  •  the  President,”  said  the 
former  Secretary  of  the  Treas¬ 
ury  and  former  Texas  Governor. 

“I  am  also  resigning  from  all 
corporate  boards  on  which  I 
serve,”  he  continued.  “Notwith¬ 
standing  that  my  service  will 
be  on  an  intermittent  and  vol¬ 
untary  basis  and  without  any 
operational  role,  I  will  not  en¬ 
gage  in  any  legal  practice  nor 
participate  in  any  dividends  or 
revenues  or  as  a  partner  of  the 
firm  during  this  advisory  pe¬ 
riod.”

David  R.  Nissen,  the  chief 
prosecutor,  said,  “It  appears 
that  the  posture  is  such  that  no 
appeal  will  be  possible.” 
Defendants  Not  Vindicated 
But  the  decision  by  United 
States  District  Court  Judge  Wil- 
liam  Matthew  Byrne  Jr.  did  not  «. 
vindicate  the  defendants;  it 
chastised  the  Government.  Nor 
lid  it  resolve  the  important  con¬ 
stitutional  issues  that  the  case 
had  raised. 

The  end  of  the  trial,  on  its 
89th  day,  was  dramatic.  The 
courtroom  was  jammed;  the 
jury  box  was  filled  with  news 
reporters;  defense  workers  in 
the  Ellsberg-Russo  cause,  most¬ 
ly  young  people,  sat  in  chairs 
lining  the  courtroom  wall.

WASHINGTON,  May  11  — 
L.  Patrick  Gray,  3d,  who  re¬ 
signed  as  acting  director  of  the

Krogh  Agrees  to  Testify 
In  Ellsberg  Case  Break-In 

LOS  ANGELES,  May  1 1  (AP) 
— Aormer  White  House  aide

Vesco  Said  to  Find  Case 
Weak  Unless  He  Testifies

Robert  L.  Vesco,  the  financier 
indicted  Thursday  on  charges 
arising  from  his  $200,000  cash 
contribution  to  President  Nix¬ 
on’s  re-election  campaign,  be¬ 
lieves  that  the  case  against  his 
co-defendants,  John  N.  Mitchell 
and  Maurice  H.  Stans,  is  peri¬ 
lously  weak  unless  he  testifies 
against  them,  according  to 
sources  close  to  the  case. 

Mr.  Vesco,  who  remains  out 
of  the  country  despite  a  bench 
warrant  for  his  arrest,  contin¬ 
ues  to  seek  total  immunity 
and  a  special  proseclutor  before 
he  will  testify  against  Mr. 
Mitchell,  the  former  Attorney 
General,  and  Mr.  Stans,  the 
former  Secretary  of  Commerce, 
the  sources  said. 

Bases  of  Belief 

Mr.  Vesco  feels  that  without 
his  testimony  the  case  against 
his  co-defendants  will  probably 
fail,  unless  they  committed  per¬ 
jury. 

The  reason,  he  has  said,  is 
that  they  were  not  in  office 
when  they  allegedly  got  in 
touch  with  the  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission  on  Mr. 
Vesco’s  behalf. 

Mr.  Vesco  is  also  said  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  such  contacts  are 
common  political  practice.  He 
plans  to  subpeona  S.E.C.  records 
to  find  out  hoy  many  Con¬ 
gressmen  and  other  public  of¬ 
ficials  have  made  calls  to  the 
agency  on  behalf  of  their  con- 
stituents&  according  to  sources 
close  to  the  case. 


In  another  development, 
United  States  Attorney  Whitney 
North  Seymour  Jr.  said  yester¬ 
day  that  the  investigation  that 
led  to  Thursday’s  indictments 
had  been  conducted  “under 
conditions  of  tight  security/ 
But  Mr.  Seymour  went  on  to 
say  that  “any  inference  that 
this  was  done  because  of  a 
lack  of  confidence  in  the  integ¬ 
rity  of  other  agencies  would  be 
extremely  unfair.*’ 

Mr.  Seymour’s  statement  was 
in  response  to  a  report  in  The 
New  York  Post  that  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Bureau  of  Investigation 
and  other  agencies  had  been 
“excluded”  from  his  office’s 
inquiry  to  prevent  “leaks.” 

“Senior  officials  in  the  Crim¬ 
inal  Division  of  the  Department 
of  Justice  in  Washington,”  Mr. 
Seymour’s  statement  said 
'were  kept  informed  on  the 
general  scope  and  progress  of 
the  investigation  from  the 
start.” 

Charges  Listed 

The  indictment  names  Mr.

One  was  Pan  Amer¬ 
ican  World  Airways.  In  re¬ 
sponse  to  questions,  Mr.  War¬ 
ren  said  he  was  sure  the  Pres¬ 
ident  and  Mr.  Connally  would 
not  discuss  Pan  Am’s  requests 
for  overseas  airline  routes. 

Mr.  Connally’s  action  today 
in  temporarily  removing  him¬ 
self  without  pay  from  commer¬ 
cial  interests  was  taken  as  an 
indication  that  he  will  be  at  the 
White  House  only  a  short  time.

Tension  had  been  building 
for  two  days,  since  the  sudden 
disclosure  by  the  Government 
yesterday  that  telephone  con¬ 
versations  of  Dr.  Ellsberg  were 
picked  up  by  wiretapping  in 
late  1969  and  early  1970,  and 
that  all  recards  and  logs  of 
those  conversations  had  disap¬ 
peared  from  the  Federal  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Investigation. 

When  this  morning  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  was  still  unable  to 
produce  either  the  records  or 
a  legal  authorization  for  the 
taps,  it  was  evident  that  the 
case  had  ended. 

The  jury  was  not  present 
when  the  judge  read  his  de¬ 
cision.  It  had  been  sent  home 
until  Monday  morning. 

Before  rendering  his  decision, 
the  judge  offered  the  defend¬ 
ants  the  opportunity  to  go  to 
the  jury  for  a  verdict.  He  said 
that  he  would  withhold  his  rul¬ 
ing  on  their  motion  to  dismiss 
if  they  wanted.  He  indicated 
that  if  they  did  decide  to  go 
to  the  jury,  he  would  probably 
dismiss  some  of  the  counts — 
six  for  espionage,  six  for  theft 
and  one  for  conspiracy. 

He  said  that  he  believed 
enough  of  the  case  was  left  to 
litigate  before  the  jury,  if  the 
defendants  so  desired.  They 
did  not,  and  then  he  read  his 
ruling. 

“A  judgment  of  acquittal 
goes  to  all  the  facts,”  he  said, 
but  he  added  that  if  he  ruled 
on  that  defense  motion,  “it 
would  not  dispose  of  all  the  is¬ 
sues.”  That,  he  said,  “can  only 
be  done  by  going  to  the  jury.” 

He  did  say,  however,  that  his 
ruling  was  based  not  only  on 
the  wiretap  disclosures,  “or 
based  solely  on  the  break-in”  of 
the  office  of  Dr.  Ellsberg’s  psy¬ 
chiatrist  on  Sept.  3,  1971,  by 
agents  in  the  employ  of  the 
White  House.

Impeach  Nixon ’  Banner 
Costs  College  $1 -Million 

PASADENA,  Calif.,  May  11 
(UPI) — The  California  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Technology  is  going 
to  lose  $l-million,  an  oil  man 
says,  because  students  hung 
an  “impeach  Nixon”  banner 
on  the  school  library.

Dr.  Ellsberg  said  that  he 
would  file  a  civil  \action  against 
former  and  present  high  rank¬ 
ing  officials  of  the  Government, 
even  perhaps  against  President 
Nixon. 

“I  am  convinced  by  the  rec¬ 


ord  of  the  last  couple  of  weeks, 
particularly  the  last  couple  of 
days,”  that  the  trial  should  not 
go  on,  the  judge  said. 

“Governmental  agencies  have 
taken  an  unprecedented  series 
of  actions  against  these  defend¬ 
ants,”  he  said.  He  cited  the  spe¬ 
cial  White  House  “plumbers” 
unit,  which  “apparently  oper¬ 
ated  with  the  approval  of  the 
F.B.I.” 

“We  may  have  been  given 
only  a  glimpse  of  what  this  spe¬ 
cial  unit  did,”  the  judge  said. 
“The  latest  series  of  actions 
compound  a  record  already 
prevaded  by  instances  which 
threatened  the  defendants’ 
rights  to  a  fair  trial.” 

“It  was  of  greatest  signifi¬ 
cance,”  he  said,  that  the  wire¬ 
tap  occurred  durin  gthe  period 
of  conspiracy. 

"Continued  Government  in¬ 
vestigation  is  no  solution,”  he 
added,  “because  delays  tend  to 
compromise  the  defendants’ 
rights.” 

Would  Do  It  Again 

Dr.  Ellsberg  was  asked  if  he 
was  disappointed  that  the  case 
had  not  gone  to  the  jury,  and 
he  replied,  “I  think  that  an 
American  jury  would  have 
come  to  a  judgment  that  is 
good  for  this  country.” 

“Tony  and  I  think  we  know 
we  did  something  right,”  he 
added. 

He  was  asked  if  he  would 
disclose  the  Pentagon  papers 
again,  and  he  answered,  “I 
would  do  it  tomorrow,  if  I 
could  do  it.” 

Leonard  B.  Boudin,  a  defense 
attorney,  said: 

“I  think  that  the  court’s  rul¬ 
ing  was  appropriate,  necessary, 
eloquent  justified  and  disposi¬ 
tive.  The  judgment  was  made 
not  on  the  narrow  issue  of  wire¬ 
tapping,  but  on  the  totality  of 
Government  misconduct.” 

Dr.  Ellsberg  then  added  that 
“the  tril  isn’t  over  until  that 
bombing  is  over  in  Cambodia.”

ABORTIONS  CURB 
IS  CALLED  FUTILE 

Hartford  Legislator  Cites 
Constitutional  Limits 


HARTFORD,  May  11  (UPI) 
— ;The  task  of  drafting  a  con¬ 
stitutional  abortion  law  for 
Connecticut  may  be  fruitless, 
and  no  bill  may  be  placed  on 
the  Legislature’s  public  health 
and  safety  committee,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  key  lawmaker. 

The  House  chairman  of  the 
committee,  Representative  Vir¬ 
ginia  M.  Connolly,  Republican 
of  Simsbury,  said  yesterday  she 
had  already  been  advised  by 
legislative  counsel  that  the  lat¬ 
est  bill  drafted  by  lawmakers 
might  be  unconstitutional. 

Since  the  committee  never 
promised  to  report  out  a  bill 
for  consideration  by  lawmakers, 
Mrs.  Connolly  said  she  believed 
that  it  might  be  wiser  for  the 
State  Health  Department  to 
regulate  abortions.  Regulations 
have  already  been  prepared, 
she  said. 

Provisions  of  Bill 

The  latest  bill  the  committee 
has  ordered  drafted  would  per¬ 
mit  abortions  by  a  licensed 
medical  practioner  during  the 
first  three  months  of  a  preg¬ 
nancy.  During  the  second  tri¬ 
mester  of  pregnancy,  abortions 
would  be  allowed  in  approved 
medical  facilities. 

In  the  last  three  months  of 
a  pregnancy  abortions  would  be 
banned,  except  “to  preserve  the 
life  of  the  pregnant  woman,” 
with  the  operation  performed 
in  a  state-approved  hospital  or 
facility. 

The  bill  is  the  committee’s 
latest  attempt  to  conform  to  a 
United  States  Supreme  Court 
ruling  permitting  abortions. 

Connecticut’s  original  strict 
abortion  law  was  invalidated 
by  a  federal  court,  as  was  a 
second  attempt  to  severely  re¬ 
strict  abortions  in  the  state. 

The  Connecticut  Catholic 
Conference,  representing  the 
three  Roman  Catholic  dioceses 
of  the  state,  said  it  opposed  the 
bill.  No  bill  permitting  abortions 
on  demands  should  be  drafted, 
the  conference  said,  adding: 
“rather,  the  conference  would 
like  to  see  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  authorize  a  legislative  in¬ 
quiry  as  to  when  human  life 
begins.” 

‘Conscience  Clause’ 

The  new  bill  includes  a  “con¬ 
science  clause”  permitting  per¬ 
sons  who  want  to  have  nothing 
to  do  with  abortions  to  refuse 
to  participate  in  them. 

“No  person  or  medical  fa¬ 
cility  shall  be  denied,  or  dis¬ 
criminated  against  with  respect 
to,  any  state  grant,  loan  or 
other  form  of  state  financial 
assistance  because  of  refusal  to 
perform,  assist  in,  arrange  or 
facilitate  an  abortion  or  because 
of  a  stated  policy  to  refuse  to 
so  perform,  assist,  arrange  or 
facilitate  an  abortion  at  any 
time  in  the  future,”  the  bill 
states. 

The  conference  “adamantly 
condemned”  any  attempt  on  the 
part  of  lawmakers  to  include 
the  “conscience  clause”  in  the 
bill  or  a  prohibition  against 
fetel  experimentation  in  legis¬ 
lation  that  “authorizes  the 
taking  of  unborn  human  life.” 

The  bill,  as  written  would 
prohibit  “fetal  experimentation 
without  the  consent  of  the 
mother.” 

The  conference  said,  it  could 
support  separate  bills  to  pro¬ 
hibit  fetal  experimentation  and 
to  protect  individuals  and 
health-care  facilities  that  can¬ 
not  take  part  in  abortions.

Q.  How  long  was  surveil¬ 
lance  of  Halperin’s  residence? 

A.  The  surveillance  oc¬ 
curred  between  the  spring  of 
1969  and  June  of  1971  as 
best  we  can  determine.  We 
do  not  know  for  what  period 
of  time  within  that  span  the 
surveillance  was  active. 

Records  Not  Found 

Q.  What  was  the  nature  of 
the  surveillance?  Example, 
was  it  court  authorized.  Au¬ 
thorized  by  the  A.G.,  etc. 

A.  Testimonial  evidence  in¬ 
dicates  that  surveillances 
were  authorized  by  the  At¬ 
torney  General  in  accordance 
with  national  security  proce¬ 
dures.  The  records,  however, 
have  not  been  found.

Oklahoma: 

1  Southerners  Shift 

Some  of  the  Southern  Demo¬ 
crats  who  had  steadfastly  en¬ 
dorsed  White  House  policies 
in  Indochina  rose  to  declare 
that  they  had  had  enough. 

“I  felt  an  obligation  to  stand 
beside  American  fighting  men 
committed  in  combat,”  said  one 
of  them,  Representative  John 
R.  Rarick  of  Louisiana.  “There 
are  no  longer  any  American 
men  in  Cambodia.  And  I  for 
one,  shall  not  vote  for  any 
blank  check  legislation  that 
would  risk  the  possibility  of 
United  States  men  being  used 
in  a  military  bild-up  for  a  po¬ 
litical  chess  mate 
Much  more  frequent  among 
opponents  of  the  bombing,  in¬ 
cluding  Democrats  and  Repub¬ 
licans  who  had  been  Vietnam 
war  hawks,  was  a  declared  de¬ 
sire  to  reassert  Congressional 
authority  over  the  making  of 
wars. 

“This  is  the  once  chance,  an 
excellent  chance,  for  Congress 
to  assert  itself,”  said  Repre¬ 
sentative  William  J.  Randall,  a 
Missouri  Democrat.  “If  we  do 


not  do  it  now,  we  had  just  as 
well  disband.” 

Representative  Ellwood  Hil- 
lis,  Republican  of  Indiana,  re¬ 
called  that  he  had  been  proud 
to  attend  a  “peace  with  honor 
reception  at  the  White  House.” 

But  he  added  that  he  could 
see  “nothing  but  tragedy”  re¬ 
sulting  from  continued  United 
States  participation  in  the  con¬ 
flict  in  Cambodia  and  thus,  “I 
must  part  ranks  with  the  Ad¬ 
ministration  on  military  activi¬ 
ties  in  Southeast  Asia  for  the 
first  time.” 

Watergate  the  Factor 

The  antibombing  vote  was 
attributable  as  much  to  what 
members  described  as  a  desire 
to  get  out  of  Indochina.  But 
one  antiwar  lobbyist  said  after 
the  vote  that  it  would  never 
have  been  a  majority  view  had 
it  not  been  for  Watergate. 

“The  sad  thing,”  he  said,  “is 
that  it  came  out  of  Nixon’s 
weakness  instead  of  Congres¬ 
sional  strength.  But  maybe  this 
will  be  a  watershed.  Nixon  is 
essentially  crippled  for  three 
more  years.” 

Representative  Anderson  said 
that  Mr.  Nixon  “undoubtedly  is 
in  a  poorer  position”  because 
of  the  conspiracy  case,  “and 
there  will  be  a  political  price 
to  be  paid.” 

On  spending  legislation  and 
other  domestic  issues,  the  third- 
ranking  House  Republican  lead¬ 
er  said,  “The  Democrats  no 
doubt  will  see  some  merit  in 
‘taking  the  President  down  a 
pag  or  two.’  There  will  be  ero¬ 
sion  of  Presidential  power.” 

Nixon  Hails  Mothers  Day 

WASHINGTON,  May  11  (AP) 
— President  Nixon  today  offi¬ 
cially  designated  this  Sunday 
as  Mothers  Day.  He  said  in  a 
statement  that  this  year  par¬ 
ticularly  “we  honor  the  mothers 
and  wives  of  those  who  served 
in  Vietnam.”
